The announcement that the 
St. Margaret’s House trustees of St. Margaret’s House 

in Berkeley, our training school 
for deaconesses and Church workers, are starting a 
campaign to clear the buildings in Berkeley of debt 
and start an endowment gives me an opportunity to 
say something about the school and its value. In, the 
first place this effort is in order that the buildings may 
be a memorial to Deaconess Newell, through whose 
power and inspiration we have them. The trustees of 
the school can not think of anything which would be 
closer to her heart. She has been one of the notable 
figures among the women of the Church during the 
last twenty-five years. We all understand that and we 
are all, I am sure, eager that a worthy memorial 
should be established. 


The school fulfills at the present time three func- 
tions. It is a training school for deaconesses and other 
women workers. The long list of graduates during the 
thirty years since Deaconess Mott and Deaconess 
Hodgkin were ordained has on it the names of many 
women who have contributed much to the life and 
work of the Church. We are proud of our graduates. 
We know the need for adequate training. There is no 
environment in which the necessary training can be 
better secured than at Berkeley, with the opportunity 
for contacts with the theological schools, the univer- 
sity and with the many problems of social welfare. 


In the second place, St. Margaret’s is a home for 
women students of the university. It is a highly popu- 
_ lar house. We are proud of the standing which it has. 
We delight to have the students there. We recognize, 
of course, that as the number of students in training 
increases we can have fewer university students in 
residence but we have them now and we feel that the 
nag is able to make a real contribution to their 
ives. 


In the third place, St. Margaret’s is a center for 
many gatherings of Church people and others con- 
cerned in religious work in the universities, in col- 
leges and schools and in all the other lines in which 
the Church works. It has had a very useful and grow- 
ing influence in this way in the Province. 


St. Margaret’s is a provincial institution and the 
trustees, who are drawn from the whole Provinec, are 
hopeful that the whole Province will join in this ef- 
fort but we of California have an especial responsi- 
bility which I am sure we shall be glad to accept.

Many years ago when Bishop 
“Hospital Hospitality” Nichols had spent some weeks 

at St. Luke’s (not the tragic 
weeks of his last illness), I recall that he told some- 
thing of his experience in the pages of The Pacific 
Churchman, writing under the phrase so characteristic 
of him, “Hospital Hospitality.” It has been my mis- 
fortune to have to spend two or three weeks in the 
hospital. It has been my good fortune that this banish- 


ment from active work has been at St. Luke’s. It is a 
lovely place. One finds everywhere courtesy, thought- 
fulness, consideration, as well as skill. I think that 
our Church people are hardly aware of the service 
which the hospital renders or of the splendid quality 
of its work. I won’t try to list the names of those who 
are responsible nor to go into any detail but I did want 
to just say to the Diocese that I am thankful we have 
~ fine an example of the Church’s mission to men’s 
ies. 


I want to add, before closing these words about the 
hospital, that we are very happy that St. Luke’s has 
been able to give its hospitality at the present time to 
the Suffragan Bishop of Shanghai who, as everyone 
knows, is the son of our Bishop who coined the phrase 
that I have quoted. Bishop Nichols has returned from 
Shanghai not well but we hope that St. Luke’s and 
the California climate and release from his heavy du- 
ties may speedily restore him to complete health.

Presiding Bishop Acknowledges Gift 


Bishop Parsons has received from the Presiding 
Bishop, Bishop Philip Cook, a letter expressing deep 
appreciation of the contribution of the Diocese to the 
sufferers in the flood district. 


Bishop Cook stated that most of the bishops in the 
flood area had decided to face the situation on the basis 
of their own resources and concluded his letter with 
the following statement: “Under the circumstances, 
it seems to me that we ought to make a statement 
indicating the brave position these men are taking and 
not put on anything in the way of a distinct drive, 
though, of course, the money we have received so far 
will be very small in comparison to the losses these 
bishops have sustained.”

to its full capacity St. John’s Episcopal Church, 
Capitola-by-the-Sea, at the Easter 11:00 o’clock festi- 
val. Easter also marked the first complete wearing 
of the recently-acquired vestments for the boys serv- 
ers guild, of new cassocks for all six boys and lony 
white albs and cinctures and gloves for the crucifer, 
Edwalt Foster, and the flag bearer, Ross Evens.

During this twenty-fifth anniversary year of the 
present church edifice, to find out the condition of 
the building (including the roof), knowing exactly 
what repairs and improvements need to be made 
and plan to do them over a period of years.

We had the great happiness of having Bishop Par- 
sons with us on Palm Sunday. At that time Rev. Sum- 
ner Walters presented to him a class of fifty-one for 
confirmation. 

Easter Sunday was a glorious day from all angles. 
Weather was perfect and attendance at all services 
was beyond expectations. Over 800 were at the 11:00 
a. m. service. This year we had amplifiers installed, 
which made it possible for Mr. Walters to be heard, 
without any extra effort on his part, very distinctly in 
both the church and the adjoining parish hall, which 
was crowded to its limit. This year we had the first 
celebration of holy communion at 6:00 a. m. and also 
again at 7:30 a. m.

Every one wore a 
name tag and this created much merriment and also 
was a most effective way to know your neighbor. Pro- 
gressive whist was played during the evening, which 
made it possible for every one to get acquainted. Deli- 
cious refreshments were served at the close of the 
evening. All our recent members were unanimous in 
voicing their desires that this become an anual af- 
fair. 

The Parish Workers Guild, with the splendid co- 
operation of the other church organizations, had their 
usual spring cafeteria on Wednesday, April 14. This 
luncheon was a success from a social and financial 
viewpoint as well. Great credit is due to the heads of 


departments who handle this event so efficiently. Two 


cafeterias are given each year, spring and fall. 

On April 14 there was a dinner for all Church School 
workers and officers.

Church Divinity School Notes

Diocesan Report to General Convention 


General Convention of 1934 called attention to the 
difficulties resulting from a lack of uniformity in dio- 
cesan acounting and adopted an amendment to Canon 
60 providing for the use of a standard form of report. 
A printed report form approved by the National 
Council was sent to all the dioceses and missionary 
districts for years 1934, 1935 and 1936. The report 
form carries a sheet of explanations of the system, 
uniformity of terms, and so forth and has the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

“Preliminary to the preparation of a standard an- 
nual diocesan report blank a detailed study of the ac- 
counting of every one of the 89 dioceses and domestic 
missionary districts, on the basis of the Convention 
‘Journals’ for 1933, was made. Only two of the 89 dio- 
ceses have accounts that are similar enough to be 
called uniform. Elsewhere there is the greatest diver- 
sity imaginable both as to the arrangement of the ac- 
counts and as to the meaning attached to the terms 
employed.” 

It is a great satisfaction to report that the system 
in the Diocese of California fitted perfectly into the 
uniform report, showing that California is one of the 
two dioceses that measures up to standard set by Gen- 
eral Convention.

The Easter Services

On Easter Day the attendance at all the services ex- 
ceeded that of former years. A 9:00 o’clock was added 
to the schedule in the little new Chapel of the Nativity. 
Twelve or fifteen were expected. Ninety-five attended. 
From the service at 11:00 o’clock it is estimated that 
a thousand were turned away, though every space was 
filed with extra chairs and the Chapel of Grace was 
furnished with a loudspeaker. Our three additional 
bays in the nave would be very acceptable. The music 
was for the most part new, including the communion 
setting B minor by T. Tertius Noble; “Christ Tri- 
umphant,” by Pietro Yon; “O Morn of Beauty,” from 
“Finlandia,” by Sibelius. The sermon by Bishop Par- 
sons was warmly appreciated by the congregation. In 
the afternoon three commanderies of the Knights 


Templar attended the service. The ritual of the order 
was read by the prelates and the sermon was preached 
by the Rev. J. A. Collins. 


The Thorwaldson Masterpiece 


This exquisite set of statues of the twelve apostles 
has been happily placed in the south amiballatetty, 
where it forms a center of the little shrine of inter- 
cession for the circle which meets on Thursday eve- 
ning. This lovely sculptured set of statues was given 
several years ago to the Cathedral by St. Stephen’s 
Parish, at the request of Mrs. George F. Keil, who 
was for some years a member of the parish and a con- 
nection of the family who were the original donors. 
It is in memory of a little girl, Adele Knoph.

Funeral of a “Beloved Physician” 


On Tuesday, April 20, the service in memory of Dr. 
Reginald Knight Smith, distinguished specialist in ob- 
stetrics, took place. Not so many funeral services have 
been held in the great Cathedral itself and this was 
perhaps the most beautiful. There is a peculiar affec- 
tion existing among the patients of a doctor in the 
chosen field of Dr. Reginald Knight Smith and this 
was plainly noticeable in the vast congregation that 
filled the Cathedral—men and women whom he had 
helped to bring into the world and mothers and fath- 
ers to whom he had given help in their sacred hours 
of suffering by their presence and by their expression 
through springtime flowers that beautified the chan- 
cel and choir. The service was read by the Dean of 
the Cathedral, assisted by the Canon Precentor.- The 
beloved doctor’s long and intimate connection with 
St. Francis Hospital brought out a large number of 
uniformed nurses, who marched in the procession 
through the Cathedral. Chopin’s “Funeral March’ 
was played by the Cathedral organist. Handel’s “I 
Know That My Redeemer Liveth” and “Lead Kindly 
Light” (Dykes) were sung by the Cathedral soprano 
soloist. Distinguished representatives of the medical 
profession and other prominent citizens made up the 
long list of honorary pallbearers. There was a beauty 
and dignity in the service which fitted well the mem- 
ory of a beloved doctor. 


An Interesting Historical Link 


One of the most valuable possessions of the Rev. 
Dr. James P. Turner is the private communion set of 
Bishop William Ingraham Kip, first Bishop of Cali- 
fornia. It was Dr. Turner’s privilege quite recently 
to administer communion to Bishop Parsons and tu 
Bishop John Nichols (son of the second Bishop of 
California, Bishop William Ford Nichols), both of 
whom are convalescing in St. Luke’s Hospital.

The wisdom and clear insight which she evinced and 
her gracious personality made a deep impression on 
all her hearers. We shall not say anything more at 
present of her remarks, as we hope to make them 
available to even more people than the large number 
who heard her that day. 

We regret that in the “Journal” the name of the 
diocesan corresponding secretary of the Auxiliary is 
misspelled. It should be Mrs. Alfred G. Mitchler, not 
Mitchner. Will all branches please take note of this? 


The spring collection of the United Thank Offering, 
taken at St. Luke’s Church in March, now amounts 
to $1,396.01. This brings the total for the triennium 
to $7,233.64, which is $1,631.46 ahead of the sum on 
hand at this time three years ago. We hope very much 
that the fall collection, which is the last one before 
the meeting at Cincinnati, will bring our offering up 
to $10,000. Will you keep this objective in mind dur- 
ing the intervening months until the fall meeting, 
which will be held on September 13, the place to be 
announced later?

Auxiliary Studies Negro Problem 


The Lenten study dealing with the negro in America 
which was carried on by the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
Trinity Parish, Oakland, was most instructive and 
meetings were well attended. This was due to the un- 
usual program arranged and carried out under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Charles O. Dee. The program 
was arranged for seven sessions: 


1, An able and interesting review of the study text, 
“The Negro in America,” was presented by Miss Hat- 
pu Bakewell which whetted the appetite for further 
study. 

2 Reports on the lives of famous negroes, led by 
Mrs. L. B. Thomas, assisted by Mrs. H. E. Reed, Mrs. 
R. L. Hall, Mrs. David Russell and Miss Bakewell. 

3. A most enjoyable talk by Miss Chapman, secre- 
tary of the Linden Branch of the Y. W. C. A., telling 
of the work of that institution among the colored peo- 
ple of Oakland. 

4. An interesting presentation of the work and ideals 
of the Association for the Advancement of the Colored 
People, by the Rev. D. R. Wallace of St. Augustine’s 
Mission, Oakland. 

9. The work the Episcopal Church is doing for col- 
ored people through the agency of the American 
Church Institute for Negroes, presented by Mrs. David 
Russell. 

6. Literature and music of the colored race in 
America, led by Miss Anna M. Clark, with further 
contributions by Miss Bakewell, Miss K. Giles, Mrs. 
Hall and Mrs. Hair. 

7. A panel discussion of the question “Is the Church 
justified in establishing and maintaining separate con- 
gregations for colored people?’ Those participating 
were Miss Clark, Miss Bakewell, Mrs. A. G. Mitchler, 
Mrs. Dee and Mrs. Thomas. 

At one of the Sunday morning services the congre- 
gation was privileged to hear a group of negro sing- 
ers, ““The Caroliers,” who sang the offertory, rendering 
several negro spirituals. During Lent, two negro speak- 
ers addressed the members of the Church School. 


School of Prayer at St. Peter’s, Oakland 


In this day of life-long learning, when everyone is 
interested in university extension classes, in E. E. P. 
classes, forums and women’s club lectures, it is not 
surprising to hear of a breakfast study club meeting 
every week. But it is a little unusual to hear of such a 
club whose sole study is prayer. 


Every Friday morning studen&s of all ages and of 
many denominations come from all parts of the East 
Bay to the little chapel of St. Peter’s, in Rockridge. 
There, after the holy communion service with special 
intercession for the sick, at 9:00 o’clock, they assemble 
in the “upper room,” where a long table is simply 
spread for a light breakfast. With their priest-teacher, 

anon Gottschall, at the head, the students all sit 
down at the table—which has gradually lengthened 
from an original “places for ten” to the present “places 
for forty-four.” 


After the plates have been pushed back, school be- 
gins with a meditation. Instruction in prayer follows: 
What prayer is, how to pray, when to pray, actual ex- 
perience in prayer, what is meant by the silence, the 
home of the soul, what causes men to fall short of 
the glory of God and to become the victims of disease 
and poverty, how prayer can and does bring God’s 
healing grace to restore health to the body, prosperity 
to affairs and peace to the soul. 


The members of the school of prayer pay no admis- 
sion fee or membership dues. Forward Movement 
pamphlets are the only texts. There are no officers or 
organizational red tape. People just come, regardless 
of denominational or parish affiliation, for they all 
understand that this is not part of a perish-building 
effort but an earnest union of Christian hearts, seek- 
ing. the life abundant. 

his school of prayer is becoming a power house in 
the community. 

The mission of healing, held every Friday night at 
7:45, is filling a long-felt need in ithe East Bay. Mem- 
bers of the school of prayer find that the healing serv- 
ise completes a day of retreat every Friday. It is the 
high point of the week. 


St. James Church, Paso Robles 


During Lent, Wednesday evening services were un- 
usually well attended. On Good Friday a three-hour 
service was held for the entire community at St. 
James Church, with four of the local clergy par- 
ticipating. The attendance at the Easter services ex- 
ceeded all anticipation. The little church was ex- 
quisitely and beautifully decorated with Easter lilies. 
The Altar Guild deserves high praise for its work, as 
well as the choir for its accomplishments. 

Our vicar left on April 2 for Memphis, Tennessee, 
to attend the meeting of the National Federation of 
Episcopal Young People. He returned in time to preach 
his last sermon on April 18, when there was an un- 
usually large attendance at all services. During his 
absence his place was filled by Rev. E. McGowen and 
the Archdeacon, who also held a meeting with the 
building committee. 

A most successful silver tea was held under Altar 
Guild auspices on April 14. There was a musical pro- 
gram. 

St. James sponsored a very successful after-Easter 
card party on the evening of April 1, to help raise 
funds for its plans to enlarge the Guild hall. 

On Wednesday evening, April 14, a large group of 
friends in the parish and community had a farewell 
party for our vicar and his wife and presented a gift 
as a token of their love and appreciation for the fine 
work they have done while here. 

Mrs. Hulsewe finished her work with the Girl Scouts 
in Atascadero. Also she was captain of Troop No. 1. 
She was instrumental in helping to start Girl Scouting 
in King City. We all wish them godspeed in their 
new home and shall surely miss them here. 


St. Francis Church, San Francisco 
By Arthur A. Allen 


St. Francis Community Church, San Francisco (the 
Rev. Henry P. Veazie, rector) had the most glorious 
Easter Day in the history of the parish. At the four 
services 875 people attended and 360 received the holy 
communion. This number is 130 more than Easter, 
1936. The special Easter offering amounted to nearly 
$1,200. The parish is planning to pay off its debt to 
the Diocese, due to the loan of $6,000 when the 
present parish house was built. Articles of incorpora- 
tion have been drawn up by the senior warden, Mr. 
Robert M. Searls, a prominent San Francisco lawyer, 
When the diocesan“loan has been paid the parish will 
become incorporated. It is hoped that plans can soon 
be drawn for the building of the church proper which 
is greatly needed to accommodate the large Sunday 
School which has an average Sunday attendance of 
350 children. 
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Social Service Conference, San Jose, May 9-13 


The annual California Conference of Social Work 
brings together representatives of all phases of socia! 
activity, both public and private. It affords the oppor- 
tunity to get acquainted with social problems in many 
fields. Members of diocesan social service departments 
will find its sessions interesting and informative. The 
Social Service Department of the Diocese of Califor- 
nia is, therefore, taking the opportunity of the annual 
meeting in San Jose, May 9-13, to invite members and 
representatives of the social service departments of 
the several Dioceses of the State to a conference at 
which some common problems may be discussed. 
This is the first time that such a joint meeting has 
been attempted. 


In calling this conference, the Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas, 
chairman of the Diocese of California Department, has 
suggested for consideration the topic “The Episcopal 
Church in the Rural Field.” There are aspects of this 
field such as, for instance, the migratory farm work, 
which are common to each of the ecclesiastical juris- 
dictions of the State. A program has been arranged 
to cover two afternoon sessions, May 10 and 11, meet- 
ing in Trinity Church—Rev. Mark Rifenbark, D. D., 
rector. The first session will discuss “The Church in 
the Rural Field.” Miss Anna Clark will review a survey 
made in the Salinas Valley as an illustration of what 
the Church might attempt. Miss Adela J. Ballard, 
western supervisor of migrant work for the Council 
of Women for Home Missions, will present the 
Church’s work among migrants. The second session 
will consider the agricultural worker and his welfare. 
Speakers will be Mr. Eric Thomsen of the Federal 
Resettlement Administration, Mr. Leigh Athern of the 
Simon J. Lubin Society and Mr. Lloyd Lehman of the 
Cannery Workers Union. 


On May 12 there will be a corporate communion 
for all social workers at 7:00 a. m., followed by a 
breakfast. These meetings will be scheduled in the 
State conference bulletin as meetings of a kindred 


group.

Trinity Church, San Jose 


A fine spirit of co-operation and progress has been 
evident in all parish activities. Through the instigation 
and assistance of a group of women the vestry has 
made it possible to enlarge and completely renovate 
the parish house kitchen. Extensive repairs also have 
been made to the foundations of the church and office 
buildings. 

Likewise, in other fields, this sense of oneness is 
accomplishing great things. The women of the Aux- 
iliary and Guild are combining in their educational 
and social programs for the first time. This was begun 
with the Lenten study classes, which were attended bv 
a large and enthusiastic group of women. These week- 
ly meetings were divided into three parts. The first 
was a study of the negro in America and Africa. In 
these discussions the supplementary speakers were 
Mrs. Rifenbark, Mrs. Foster and Mrs. Root. In the 
second period Miss Schallenberger gave most interest- 
ing talks on the history and understanding of the 
Prayer Book. The devotional period was conducted by 
Mrs. Bacon, who used as a basis for her inspirational 
talks Bishop Perry’s book for Lent, called “The Re- 
deemer.” Dr. Walter Merritt of San Francisco was 
guest speaker at one meeting and out of his rich ex- 
perience as an observing traveler spoke on the inter- 
national aspect of Africa. 

Miss Ellen:Gammack addressed the women of the 
parish recently — St. Margaret’s House and the 
Trinity Students Club (San Jose State College) on the 
same evening. 

A good delegation is expected to attend the Way- 
side Cross Pilgrimage, when the parish will act as 
host at the Saturday luncheon. Dr. Rifenbark is to 
be the preacher at the Sunday service. 

Asilomar Conference is already playing a very defi- 
nite part in the anticipation of a large group who are 
planning to attend. Mrs. Bruce Bacon of the parish 
is to be on the faculty and will lead a class on “Mis- 
sions in a New Day.” 


Church of the Advent, San Francisco 


The use of liturgical music whenever possible, sup- 
plemented by modern music in the liturgical spirit, is 
the ideal which the choir of the Church of the Advent, 
directed by Brother Donald, tried to exemplify in its 
Easter selections. From Everett Titcomb’s a capella 
Missa Sanctae Crucis, the Kyrie, Sanctus, Benedictus 
and Agnus Dei was sung. Plainchant was used for the 
Gloria, Creed and Our Father, as well as for the Grad- 
ual, Alleluia and Easter Sequence: “Christians to the 
Paschal Victim.” The anthem chosen was Eric Thi- 
man’s simple and effective setting of the traditional 
melody: “Ye Sons and Daughters of the King.” 


Parishioners made their communions at the earlier 
hours—6:30, 8:00 and 9:30—according to the parish 
custom. With the sermon brief, it was possible despite 
the full musical service to close the service promptly 
at 12:00 o’clock, a fact not unworthy of notice.

Book Notes 


By the faculty of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific. Edited by The Rev. Randolph Crump Miller, Ph.D. 


by Evelyn Underhill; Harpers; 1937; 


This book might be subtitled “The Complete Real- 
ization of the Christian Life,” for Miss Underhill shows 
worship to be just that. This is truly a great religious 
book — scholarly without being academic, adequate 
without prolixity. It is definitely not a liturgical text- 
book but a book for the Christian man or woman who 
is seeking a deeper and fuller knowledge and under- 
standing of his relationship to God. It is important 
enough to take space to enumerate the subjects treated 
in its fifteen chapters: Nature of worship, ritual, sym- 
bol, sacrament, sacrifice, character of Christian wor- 
ship, principles of corporate and personal worship, 
liturgical elements, nature and significance of the Eu- 
charist, Jewish worship, beginnings of Christian wor- 
ship, Catholic and Protestant worship and the Angli- 
can tradition. The book is a most penetrating and help- 
ful analysis of the nature of Christian worship and its 
development with lucid and telling definitions and dis- 
tinctions. It treats of such things as personal and 
transcendent elements in worship, its social implica- 
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tions, relation of creed and cult. 
scholarship and psychological outlook. Though writ- 
ten by an Anglo-Catholic it has a thorough and un- 
biased appreciation and evaluation of Protestant wor- 
ship, treating the Lutheran, Calvanistic and Free 
Church types separately. It is undoubtedly the out- 
standing book on the theory of worship.—Everett 
Bosshard.

“Church and State” (In Contemporary America), 
by William Adams Brown. Scribners; 1936; $2.75. 

This volume will be the standard one on the relation 
of church and state for a number of years to come. It 
summarizes the conclusions of an expert board, which 
are based on a full survey of the facts. But it is also 
a personal document, having been written entirely by 
Dr. Brown, who takes full responsibility for the point 
of view expressed. Part I is a general treatment of 
the history and theory of the relation of church and 
state. Part II deals with the church and state in con- 
temporary America, giving ample space to all com- 
munions, including the Episcopal Church. The re- 
mainder of the book discusses the factors which con- 
dition a right solution, ending with the central issue, 
“which overshadows all the rest, namely, that of the 
attitude which the church must take face to face with 
the claims of the totalitarian state to dominate all 
human life, even religion. Wherever found 
and however supported, it constitutes a danger which 
threatens the life of the church.” (Page 294.) There 
are five appendices which give added significance t» 
these problems. It is impossible to do more than indi- 
cate the scope of the book. Every detail of it is worthy 
of one’s most serious consideration. This book should 
be in the library of every intelligent Christian.—Ran- 
dolph Crump Miller.

“Christianity and the Individual” (In a World of 
Crowds), by Halford E. Luccock. Cokesbury; 1937; 
$1.50. 


Prof. John Wright Buckham expresses a theory 
that faith is of the essence of all really fine humor. 
To maintain a sense of humor requires a certain faith 
in the persistence of deeper values amidst the chang- 
ing orders of the world. Professor Luccock, in these 
Emory University lectures, speaks with this finest 
sense of humor on one of the most vital questions fac- 
ing the world today. The individual does have primary 
significance in a world of crowds. The present-day de- 
flation of individual personality is a denial of both the 
Christian objective, the Kingdom of God; and the 
Christian method, the way of love. But such an 
evangel is not humanly self-sufficient, for man needs 
God to overtake and achieve himself, to bring the 
meaning of life into sharp focus and to provide lasting 
momentum for living. Professor Luccock has not 
abandoned his passion for social Christianity. It is 
largely because our society is unchristian in its social 
and economic relationships that the personal sense of 
worth has been “flattened.” But the Christian message 
must be directed to the personal needs of the people in 
the pew and must successfully serve its ministry 
amidst today’s tension in personal life. — Benjamin 
Miller.

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An Appreciation of Late Rev. R. L. Macfarlane

Robert Lindsay Macfarlane was born in Knowlton. 
Quebec, Canada, July , 19860; was educated at Knowl- 
ton Academy and Bishops College, Lennoxville, Que- 
bec, where he graduated with his bachelor of arts 
degree.

In the intervening years Mr. Macfarlane had held 
rectories in Canada, New York State, Nevada and 
California. But the hills around the church of Holy 
Innocents proved too much for his heart and his phy- 
sician recommended him to retire and live in the 
country. So Mr. Macfarlane moved to Napa, where he 
became the friend of the late Rev. Arthur Child, which 
friendship continued up to the death of Mr. Child. 

Hearing of a small church at Sonoma which was 
vacant, Mr. Macfarlane wrote the Bishop of Sacra- 
mento asking to be permitted to take charge as a 
mission. The request was granted, Mr. Macfarlane 
moved to Sonoma and reopened the little church and 
very soon had a good congregation and Sunday 
School. 

Unfortunately, a bad fall broke Mr. Macfarlane’s 
hip and thereafter he was an invalid, unable to walk 
without crutches. Eventually he had to remove tv

Wherever Mr. Macfarlane had congregations he was 
beloved by all, being particularly successful with 
young people. It was a great joy to see at his funeral 
in Holy Innocents Church a group of four stalwart 
young men acting as pallbearers, who in their younger 
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years had been among Mr. Macfarlane’s altar boys, 
and were now reverently bearing their former beloved 
rector to the front of the holy table, where he had so 
often stood when administering the holy communion. 


Mr. Macfarlane died on Easter evening after a long 
illness borne with Christian fortitude and although he 
had lost his sight, was always cheerful and a wonder- 
ful example to all who came in contact with him. The 
size of the congregation at his funeral on Wednesday, 
March 31, showed how he was beloved. Bishop Par- 
sons and Rev. Mr. Ford officiated. He was buried in 
Cypress Lawn Memorial Park. R. I. P. and as Bishop 
Parsons said to me: “He was a most lovable old gentle-
